Soarcity of paper, coupled 
with financial difficulties, stood in our way of bringing out the 
Bulletin. With the comparative ease in the paper position we 
have lost no time in arranging for its publication, and have much 
“pleasure now in presenting it to our readers. One of the chief 
aims of our Association is to contact all the libraries in the 
province and be with them in weal and woe. The Bulletin ig 
the principal medium through which we can keep in touch with 
these libraries. In the absence of the Bulletin therefore we have 
felt not a little difficulty in exchanging ideas with our consti- 
tuents. The Bulletin has made its appearance again, filling the 
void caused by the suspension of its publication. Let us hope 
ib will give fresh impetus to our activities and carry us further 
towards the attainment of our goal which 18 to see in Bengal an 
efficient and well-equipped library service not only in uni- 
versities, colleges, schools and other academic, scientific and 
technical institutions, but also in municipal and rural areas 
run by public bodies for and in the interest of the reading 
public. ‘

It has been rightly said by an authority on the Library 
science that it is easily imagined, éven by educated men who are 
uninformed, that any cultivated lover of books ought to make 
‘a good librarian. There are others who fail to draw any 
distinction between a librarian and an issuing clerk. But 
neither a mere lover of Hooks mor an ordinary clerk is 8 
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librarian in the real sense of the term. Librarianship is a 
Science and in order to be a librarian one must acquire technical 
knowledge of thg subject. Librarianship is now recognised a 
regular profession and amateurs without the requisite training 
cannot be usefully employed in modern libraries. Germany was 
the first country to give due recognition and importance to the 
librarian when a whole-time man was appointed as the librarian 
ofa German University. Other European countries followed 
in the steps of Germany. In bur country the Punjab and the 
mative state of Baroda led the way in this matter. It was a 
foreign librarian who remodelled the Punjab University Library 
‘On modern lines and opened the library training class there. 
Maharaja Sayaji Rao Gackwad of Baroda also requisitioned the 
‘services of an American library expert to organise the library 
-system in his staté. Bengal’s demand for trained librarians waa 
‘voiced on more thaw one occasion in the old Bengal Council 
by Kumar Munindra Deb Rai Mahasaya, President of our 
Association 

' Trained librarians are needed in India as there are not 
many libraries, schools and colleges in our country who oan 
boast of having trained librarians on their staff. To meet this 
gradually increasing demand our Association opened the Summer 
School of training in Librarianship in’ 1987 and.since then it 
has been run every year. In 1942 alone it could not be held 
‘for unavoidable reasons.’ Fortunately now two other parallel 
-courses, besides ours, are being run in this city. One of these 
is held at the Imperial Library, and the other has been 
opened this year at the Oalcutta University, As early as 1989 
we had said: “There is a real need fora longer diploma course 
-for one academic year and this can only be initiated and run 
by either the Government of Bengal or the University of Oal- 
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cutta, better by the latter. We hope that the University would 
take steps towards the early realisation of our proposal.” We 
are glad that our proposal is now realised and we hope learners 
will take full advantage of the opportunity offered by the 
University. ह 

The criticisms are levelled from certain quarters that the 
training imparted by our Association is too short to produca- 
tangible result. We cannot give a better reply than point 
out that the candidates sent out by us have given ७ good account 
| of themselves wherever they have found employment. And it is- 
a pleasure for us to note that almost all those trained 
are well provided, doing full justice. to themselves and 
the institutions they serve.

It was quite in the fitness of things that the Bengal Library 
Association celebrated the 72nd ` Birthday of Kumar 
Munindradeb Rai Mahasai on the 26th August last at his. 
Kalighat residence, 815, Rani Sankari Lane, Caloutia. Very 
handsome tributes were paid by, several speakers on that date- 
who spoke on the different aspects of Rai Mahasai’s personality. 
Manindra Babu will be remembered chiefly for his activities in 
connection with the Library Movement in this country. As one 
of the pioneers of the movement he took up the cause of the- 
libraries when very few here realised the importance of libraries 
in the National educational system. He spared no' pains to- 
make the publio more and more library-conscious both inside 
and outside the legislature of which he was a very prominent 
figure during the years 1928-1936. He was often desorbed in 
the old Bengal Legislative Oouncil as one of the best “sharp 
shooters.” The enthusiasm, energy and persistence with which 
he espoused the cause of 06०1018908 will earn for him a perms- 
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ment place in the cultural history of the country. He founded 
and organised the Bengal Library Association in order to co- 
ordinate the wofk of the different libraries and has ever since 
tits foundation continued to be its President. It was mainly 
through his efforts that Librarianship bas been recognised in 
Bengal as a distinct profession and provision for the training of 
l dibrariang has been made by the Imperial Library, Calcutta, 
Bengal Library Association and the Calcutta University. 
Munindra Babu was selected as the only delegate to represent 
India at the Second International Congress of Libraries and 
‘Bibliography held in Spain in 1935. 

At the ripe age of 64 which is generally accepted as the aga 
of retirement from all public activities Rai Mabassi's enthusi- 
asm for his cause wags responsible for his second trip to Europe. 
He made ७ very great impression on that occasion and was the 
wecipient of civic reception from almost all the principal cities 
of Great Britain and Ireland including that from London, 
Manchester. Liverpool, Sheffield, Birmingham, eto. He had 
also been the state guest of Holland, Belgium, etc. 

Rai Mahasai’s efforts for making the people library-minded 
‘are bearing fruit only slowly. ‘Library movement in this coun- 
sry is still in its infancy; educational authorities both official 
as well as non-official have yet to recognise libraries as one of 
the most important vehicles of mass education. Although the 
Sargent Scheme for education is expected to cost crores 
of rupees, libraries have found no place init. It is up to the 
different Library Associations in this country to point out the 
inadequacy of the Sargent Report and to impress on the 
authorities responsible for giving practical effect to 
the scheme that without adequage provision for libraries 
mass education is doomed to be a failure. May Rai Manasai

The value of such select lists for 
small libraries is inestimable. The funds at the disposal of 
small libraries are so meagre that they cannot afford to make: 
any mistake. We have been publishing such lists from time 
fo time in_the Bulletin and more will be published as soon as- 
circumstances warrent if.

ANNUAL REPORT 1941, 1942 & 1948. 

Under the new constitution and byelaws of the Bengal’ 
Library Association that came into force in 1941, annual 
meetings of the Association are to be held in March every year. 
But on account of the abnormal situation prevailing in 1941 
& 1942 it was decided fo postpone all meetings of the Assooia- 
tion, council, executive committee eto. until the situation was. 
somewhat brought baok to the normal condition. The ‘last 
Annual Meeting was, therefore, held on the lst Maroh, 1941 
in which reports for the years 1939 and 1940 were presented 
and election-of the Council and different Standing Committees - 
and office bearers took place. As it was apprehended that an 
emergent situation might arise af any moment making ib was 
considared unwise to hold an assemblage of persons, the duties 
and funotions of the different committees were carried on by the . 
then Secretary Dr. Niharranjan Ray who was entrusted with full. 
responsibility for the work by the Association. Dr. Ray carried 
on his work with enthusiasm till the end of May this year 
when he was suddenly taken away under arrest and has since 
been under detention under , Regulation III of 1818. The. 
Exxeontive Committee decided that under the circumstances .. 
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a fresh election of the Committees and office-bearers could ns 
donger be postponed and fixed 18th September as the date 
-of the Annual Meeting. In the vacancy caused by the detention 
-of Dr. Niharranjan Ray, Mr. Biswanath Banerjee was requested 
‘to act as Secretary pending the election of fresh office-bearers. 
‘The reason for- not holding Annual General Meeting for the 
last two years and calling of one at this time of the year has 
‘been fully explained and it is hoped that the members will 
accept the explanation as satisfactory. The present report 
-covers not only the period 1941 and 1942 but also extends 
partially to the year 1948 till the arrest of Dr. Ray. 

The most outstanding activity of the Association during tha 
‘years under report hes been the publication of the Bengal 
‘Library Directory containing valuable statistical information of 
about 1,300 public libraries, 73 Oollege libraries and 2,016 
school libraries of all grades and 79 special libraries. That the 
«compilation and publication of the Directory were possible was 
due mainly to the untiring zeal and perseverance of the former 
Secretary Mr. Tincori Dutta and the former Asst. Secretary 
Mr. Pulinkrishna Chatterjee. A large volume of correspondence 
work had to be undertaken with the authorities of the various 
‘institutions and thanks of the Associatfon are due to amongst 
others, the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, Education 
„officer of the Calcutta Corporation, Principals and Headmasters 
‘of Golleges and Schools and a host of persons taking special 
interest in library matters without whose valuable co-operation 
and support the Directory could not have seen the light of the 
day. It is hoped that the Directory will be more and more 
appreciated as an indispensable book of reference and from the 
‘sale proceeds alone it will be possible to meet the heavy 
financial liability of the undertaking.

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Apart from this publication, office bearers of the Association 
-eontinued to contribute professional articles of popular types ta 
‘various newspapess and magazines. Mr. Pramilchandra Bose 
-contributed a series of articles in the “Ananda Bazar Patrika” 
“Desh” and various other journals and also compiled ‘Grantha- 
‘karnama’ an authors’ table built on the model of Cutter’s 
Table for booka written in Bengali language. Granthakarnama 
has been published by the Bengal Library Association and is 
“the fourth book of the series so far published by the Association. 
‘Mr. Biswanath Banerjee’s articles on "Public Libraries in 


e Bengal” “Charging System of Indian Universities’ Libraries”, 


“Literacy Movement in Indian Jails”, “Short history of the 
‘Calcutta University library, appeared in Calcutta Review, 
Modern Librarian, Library Journal eto. One of the constituents 
-of the Association, Ballygunj Institute brought out a periodical 
‘in Bengali entitled “P&thagar” which was later on accepted 
as the organ of - the Association representing its official 
“views. This was edited for sometime by the then Secretary 
-of the Association Dr. Niharranjan Ray and was enriched 
with articles from Kumar Munindradeb Rai Mahasai, 
Mr. Tincori Dutta, Mr. Jogendranath Gupta, Dr. Niharranjan 


. Ray and others. The journal although largely financed by 
‘the Association had to suspend publication on account of 


shortage of paper which is also mainly responsible for our 
‘failure to bring out Bulletins of the Association. Bulletins 
‘used to appear annually. In 1941 ७ scheme was drafted for 
making ib a quarterly publication provided the Oaloutta University 


“Press print it without charge. To this proposal the University 


authorities were favourably disposed but before any practical 
‘shape could be given effect to the project, paper contro] was 
-established and the scheme had to be shelved. 
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Ib is unfortunate that the financial condition of the Assécia- 
tion showed ७ marked deterioration during fhe period under 
teview.. The balance in hand of the Association on 31st. 
December, 1942 was only Rs. 89-0-6 not enough to meet the: 
then commitments. The main source of revenue of the Asso-- 
ciation was from the Library Training Class but in 1942 no. 
class could be held and there was serious decline in the debit. 
side in that-yaar. The amount raised from the subscription also- 
fell off to considerable extent while on the expenditure side- 
the cost of publication’ of the Directory had to be met. The. 
financial position shows some improvement lately and it ia. | 
reassuring to find the balance now available sufficient to meet. 
all liabilities likely to be incurred during the present year.. 
Every eflort would ba made by all well-wishers of the Asso~ 
ciation to strengthen the finances of the Assoeiation as much. 
as possible and to build up a strong Reserve fund adequate for- 
. coping with all emergencies. The state of our finance during. 
the period 1941 & 1942 will be evident from the Appendix. The 
wellknown firm of Messrs. George Read & Oo., Chartered 
Accountants, very kindly acted as honorary auditors of tbs: 
Association for these two years as also for previous years for 
which we record with gratitude our best thanks. 

This year the Training Course was out short by a month ४६- , 
no arrangement could be made for imparting lessons in general: 
knowledge, English literary history and foreign languages. 
There is a steady flow of candidates from outside Bengal and 
the class continued to receive support from government Offices 
and colleges. The training course was successfully terminated 
through the efforts of Messrs. P. O. Bors, S. ©. Mukherjea, K. D. 
Banerjee and D. L. Banenjee although much inconvenience Was- 
1018 due to the arrest and detention of Dr. Ray just afteriher 


> 
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opening of the course. Everyone acquainted with the work 
of the Association knows how much it has to depend on the 
personality, enthusiasm and energy of Dr. Ray for carrying 
out the normal activities of the Association. We feel his absence 
keenly. 

The strength of effective membership at the end of 1943 
was 849 as against 487 in 1940, of these 9 are life, 216 insti- 
tutional and 124 personal members. The decline in the total 
number is probably due to the present distress. Ag, next 
to the Library Training Class, membership subsoription is the 
most important item from which finances are raised, we feel 
that serious attempt should be made fo secure more members. 
This would mean not only increased finance for the Association 
but also wider publicity of the Association’s aims and objects, 

During the period under report there have been many 
changes in the persqnnel of the executive. The arrest and 
resignation of the Secretary Dr. Niharranjan Ray and the 
subsequent filling up of his post by Mr. Biswanath Banerjee is 
the most noteworthy change during the period. The vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Pramilchandra Bose, Joint 
General Secretary of the Association, could not-yet be filled up. 
Mr. Bose: acted for many years as the Asst. Secretary with 
conspicuous ability before he was elected to the post. Mr. Pulin- 
krishna Ohatterjee, Asst. Secretary of the Association, had also 
to resign as he was transfesrred to Delhi. Mr, Jitendra- 
nath Bhattacharjee has been elected in his place. . 

A special General meeting of the Assoclation was held at 
the Central Library on Saturday, the 18th September, 
1948, for the purpose of giving. -away certificates to the 
successful candidates of the 6th Summer Course of Training in 
Librarianship, Mr. W. O., (Wordsworth presided. At the 
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outset Kumar Manindradeb Rai Mohatai gave a sbort 
account of the work of the training course. In the course of 
his address Mr. Wordsworth stressed on the important part 
played by Libraries in spreading education in England. 

I take this opportunity of expressing my grateful thanks 
to members of the office staff of the Association particularly 
Mr. Arunoday Banerjee who have done everything possible to 
lighten the burden that has fallen on me as Secretary of the 
“Association.

Annual Report 1944. 


The year 1944 saw the first annual general election in 
accordance with the provisions of the New Constitution. This 
was held in the Central Library Hall, Oaloutta University, on 
96th March, 1944 and was presided over by Kumar Munindradeb 
Rai Mahasai. After the adoption of the annual report and 
the audited accounts, office bearers and members of the Council 
were elected for the year 1944 excepting that Dr. Niharranjan 
Ray on his release from jail.became the chairman. The same 
get of office bearers and members of the Council as in 1933 was 
re-elected and the proceedings of the gengral meeting of the 
18th September, 1943 were regularised. 

The year opened with none-too-bright financial prospect for 
us. Considering the voluime ofe work usually rendered by the 
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Assoclation, the expected revenue was quite inadequate to 
‘meet even the existing liabilities. At the outset it was considered 
essential to rest pn healthy balance between the debit and the 
credit sides and to clear off all outstanding liabilities on acccant 
of the publication of the Bengal Library Directory. Although 
this meant voluntary ourtailment of some of our activities the 
-steady deterioration of our finances which set in since 1941 has 
been definitely, arrested. The closing balance at the end of 
1944 stands at Rs. 544-7- as against Rs. 871-11-9 in 1948 and 
Rs. 89-0-6 in 1942. A vigorous campaign for the enrolement 
of new members has been launched. The response already 
received is very encouraging and leads us to expect that the 
‘financial position of the Association would be’ placed on a solid 
foundation ere long. Memhership subscription is one of our 
main items of revenue bat the amount realised through this 
-source has been progressively declining for the last four years. 
In 1941 Rs. 492/- was raised as against Rs. 256/- in 1942; in 
1948 this fell to Rs. 127/- But it again rose to Rs. 258/- in 1944. 
This is a healthy sign no doubt and we believe that the worst 
period of the crisis is over. Membership subscription together 
with the composition fea for the Library Training class may 
enuble us this year to form the nucleus for the building of an 
adequate reserve fund for meeting all emergencies. 

The state of our finances during the period under review 
will be evidenced from the Audit Report. The well known 
dfirm—Messrs. George Read and Co., Chartered Accountants, 
very kindly audited the Accounts of this Association for which 
we record our gratitude with best thanks. 

One of the important .activities of the Association 
is in connection with the Summer Sohool of Librarian- 
ship. It is gratifying to mote that the school cantinnex 
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to receive support from various educational and library 
authorities of this country, both official as well as non- 
‘official. The increasing popularity of the school is responsible 
for bringing in a steady flow of candidates.from outeide Bengal. 
We regret very much that as the accommodation is strictly 
limited, some of the applications worth considering had to be 
refused. The school was opened on 1st May’ when Mr. W. O. 
Wordsworth kindly gave the inaugural address. Mr, Wordsworth 
has been taking lively interest in the affairs of the school ever 
since its foundation in 1936. The inspiration we receive from 
his wholebearted and sincere co-operation is in no Small 
measure responsible for the success of our school. 

We now feel that with the valuable experience we have 
gained during the last seven years, time has come for us to 
consider the proposal of the Indian Library Association for 
extending the course to four months instead of three months. 
as ab present and revising the syllabus in the light of our past- 
-experienGes. We yield to none in our zeal to maintain reason- 
ably high standard for professional training. We would welcome 
any suggestion from ‘responsible quarters for increasing our 
efficlency and raising the quality of our training, But we may 
also point ont here that our syllabus covers a much wider field 
than has been recommended for the certificate course by the 
Indian Library Association. Our courses of study includes- 
general knowledge and languages and English Literary History. 
Our lecturers are all voluntary workers who receive no remuriera-- 
tion ; Services rendered to a good cause is our only recompense. 
Without the untiring zeal and enthusiasm of Dr. Niharranjan- 
Ray (Caloutta University) Mr. L. P. Sukul (Caloutta University), 
Mr, Rabindranath Dasgupta ( Oaloutta University ), Mr. Kalyan- 
Ganguli ( Asutosh Museum ), Me. H. N. Sen (Asutosh College), 
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Mr. B. Bayohaudhury (Asutosh College), Mr. P. K. Chatterjee- 
and Messrs. Pramilchandra Bose, Subodhchandra Mukherjee, 
and Benoykumar Obatterjee and Biswanath Banerjee ( Calcutta 
University Library), we could not have brought this year’s 
course to a successful conclusion. It is indeed a matter of 
congratulation that Bengal Library Association trained 
students wherever employed are giving a good account of them- 
selves. We continue to receive favourable reports regarding 
their work from their employers. 

On account of the somewhat improved position of 
the finances at the end of the year, ib was decided to, 
ronsew publication of the Annual Bulletins, the last number 
of which appeared in 1940. At the request of the Executive 
Committee Mr. Tincori Dutta has undertaken the responsibility 
for bringicg out the Bulletin from Burdwan. It has also been 
arranged to bring out other new publication and materials for 
the publication of a commemoration volume in honour of Kumar 
Monindradeb Rai Mahasai have been collected from several 
eminent Librarians and Hducationists including Rao Saheb 
$. R. Ranganathan and at least one issue of the series is 
expected to come out shortly. 

Complaints are frequently being made that the 
wrembers do not receive anything commensurate with the 
amount of subscription paid. This is in fact an old complaint 
heard even in 1941 when we were distributing not only the 
annual Bulletins free to the members but sal-a the Bengali 
periodical Pathagar. The Association oan not change condition, 
status and position of the Libraries of our province overnight 
merely by passing resolutions ab Committee meetings and 
holding Oonferences. One important outcome of the Associa- 
tion’s work is that, Librarianship ‘as a profession is obtaining 
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recognition in the hands of the educationists, Government an® 

Municipal authorities, Calcutta University have decided to- 
open a diploma course in Librarianship. How far this will 
eontribute to the actual improvement of the school and college 

libraries remains yet to be seen but the Association’s constant ° 
endeavour will be to make our psople more and more library 

conscious. Something concrete has been done but much more: 
remains to be done. We are quite conscious of our limitations, 

We therefore plead for a more sympathetic understanding of 

our difficulties and oall for morse active support from members. 
ef the Association as well as the public.
